AN     ORDINANCE    RESPECTING 
ELECTIONS. 

J?e  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  ofthti 

•  city  of  Nauuoo,  That  in  all  cases  of  a  tie  in 
the  election  of  City  Aldermen,  it  shall  bo 
the  duty  of  the  city  clerk  to  write  the  names 

*  of  the  persons  having  an  equal  number  of 
>     votes,  on  separate  tickets,  of  equal  size  and 

quality,  and  put  the  same  in  a  box,  after 
which  the  Mayor  shall  proceed  to  draw  the 
tickets  out  of  the  said  box,  and  the  person 
whose  name  is  on  the  first  ticket  so  drawn 
out,  shall  be  declared  elected.

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N  ORDINANCE    RESPECTING  1N- 

TERING  DEAD  WITHIN  THE  CITY 

OF  NAUVOO. 

Be  it  Ordainedby  the  City  Council  of  the- 
City  of  Nauvoo,  '1  hat  uo  person  or  persons 
shall  be  allowed  to  be  intered  within  the 
bounds  of  the  city,  except  in  the  Cily  Bu- 
rying ground  on  Mulholland  street,  and  any 
person  or  persons  being  found  guilty  ofin- 
terirg  or  causing  to  be  intered  within  the 
bounds  of  said  city,  except  in  the  burying 
ground  above  mentioned, shall  uponconvic- 
.ion  thereof,be  fined  for  each  and  every  such, 
offence,  the  sum  of  Ten  Dollars  and  costs 
of  suit,  to  be  collected  as  other  fines  under 
the  city  charter.

AN  ORDINANCE  EXTENDING  CER- 
TAIN STREETS  IN  NAUVOO. 

Beit  Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the- 
eity  of  Nauvoo,  That  Parley  street  be  ex- 
tended from  Hibbard's  Addition  to  the  east- 
ern limits  of  the  city. 

That  Mulholland  street  be  extended  from 
Wells' Addition  to  the  eastern  limits  of  the 
city. 

That  Young  street  be  extended  from 
Wells  Addition  to  the  eastern  limits  of  the 
city. 

That  the  street  now  known  as  Winches- 
ter street  be  declared  a  public  street  from 
Young  street  to  Parley  street. 
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That  Knight  street  be  extended  from 
•Veils'   Addition  to    Winchester  street. 

That  the  street  marked  on  Gnstavus  Hill's 
map  of  Nauvoo,  "Rich  Street,"  be  declared 
a  public  street  from  Young  street  to  Parley 
street,  and  that  the  same  be  hereafter  call- 
ed Warsaw  street.

AN  ORDINANCE  CONCERNING  THE 
HEALTH  OF  THE  CITY. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the 
city  of  Nouvoo,  That  the  City  Marshal  be 
authorised  to  examine  any  cellar,  yard, 
house  or  out-house,  and  ascertain  whether 
such  premises  are  in  such  condition  as  to 
endanger  the  health  of  the  city.  He  shall 
be  authorised  to  require  the  owner  or  occu- 
pant of  all  such  premises  as  are  nuisance,  to 
dense  and  purify  the  same,  commencing 
within  twenty-four  hours,  and  using  due 
diligence  until  the  work  is  acceptable,  and 
if  not  commenced  at  that  time,  then  the 
Marshal  may  proceed  to  have  the  same 
clensed  and  purified  at  the  expense  of  such 
owner  or  occupant.  Passed,  May  29,  1849.

AN  ORDINANCE  RELATING  TO  THE 
VENDING  OF  SPIRITUOUS  AND 
MALT  LIQUORS  AND  WINES. 
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Be  it  Ordained  by  the   City  Council  of  the 

citi/  of  Nauvoo. 

Sec.  1.  That  every  tavern,  grocery,  house,  shop  or 
alley,  that  shall  b e  kept  for  the  purpose  of  selling  any 
spirituous,  vinous,  mall  or  mixed1  liquors,  under  any 
pretence  whatsoever,  in  quantities  less  than  one 
quart,  within  the  limits  of  trie  City  of  Nauvoo,  with- 
out a  license  from  the  City  Council  cf  the  City 
of  Nauvoo,  shift  be  considered  a  public  nui- 
sance, and  every  person  keeping  the  same  as  princi- 
pa'  or  agent,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  violation  of 
this  ordinance,  and  subject  to  a  fine  of  Five  Dollars, 
for  every  day  such  tavern,  grocery,  house,  shop,  or 
alley,  or  beer  house,  shall  ue  kept  open. 

Sec.  2.  All  applications  for  a  license  to  keep  a  tav- 
ern, grocery,  coffee  house-  or  dram  shop,  shall  be  by 
petition  presented  in  writinc  to  the  City  Council  of 
the  City  of  Nuuvoo,  setting  forth  where  such  tavern, 
grocery,  coffee  house,  or  dram  shop  is  to  be  kei  t,  and 
the  name  of  the  applicant,  and  if  the  City  Council  of 
the  City  of  Nauvoo  shall  consider  such  license  ought 
to  be  granted  ;  they  shall  order  the  clerk  to  issue  said 
licence.  Provided,  said  Applicant  does  first  pay  into 
the  city  treasury  the  sum  of  forty-live  Dollars,  and 
execute  his  bond  with  one  or  more  sureties  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Mayor  of  said  city,  according  to  the 
statute  in  such  case  made  and  provided,  and  tne  ap- 
plicant shall  pay  the  City  Clerk  the  further  sum  of  fifty 
cents  for  issuing  the  said  license. 

Provided,  also,  that  any  applicant  who  applies  for 
a  license,  for  keeping  and  retailing  beer  and  cider,  ex- 
i eluding  all  wines  and  distilled  liquors,  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  receive  the  same  on  payment  of  Ten  Dollars 
into  the  treasury,  and  complying  with  all  other  con- 
ditions contained  in  this  section. 

Sec.  3.  That  in  all  cases  where  the  applicant  has 
an  alley,  commonly  called  a  «  Nine  pin  Alley,"  con- 
taining any  number  of  pins  attached  or  contigious  to 
said  t;;vern,  grocery,  coffee  house,  or  beer  house, 
where  he  permits  people  to  play  for  amusement,  he 
<ha!l  pay  into  the  City  treasury  the  sura  of  Fifteen 
Dollars  in  addition  to  the  sum  required  in  the  prece- 
ding section,  before  receiving  his  license.

Sec.  4.  The  license  required  by  this  Ordinance 
«hall  oe  signed  officially  by  the  City  Clerk,  and  shall 
be  grunted  for  not  more  than  one  year* 

Sec.  5.  If  any  person  licensed  to  Keep  a  tavern* 
grocery,  coffe  house,  dram  shop,  or  beer  house,  shall 
permit  or  allow  any  kind  of  noting,  revelling,  drunk- 
enness, lewd  or  disorderly  conduct,  in  his  or  her 
house  or  premises,  or  shall  keep  more  than  one  bar 
or  room  for  the  sale  of  spirituous  or  malt  liquors. 
Everyone  so  offending,  for  every  such  offence  shall 
forfeit  the  sum  of  Five  Dollars. 

Src.  6.  Any  keeper  of  a  coffe  house,  grocery,  dram 
shop  or  beer  house,  who  shah  keep  the  same  open  on 
the  first  day  of  the  week  (commonly  called  Sunday,) 
shall  for  each  and  every  such  offence  forfeit  and  pay 
the  su.n  of  Five  Dollars. 

Sec  7.  That  any  person  keeping  what  is  common- 
ly called  a  Temperance  Tavern,  in  the  City  of  Nauvoo, 
without  first  having  obtained  a  license  from  the  City 
Council,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  violating  this  ordi- 
nance, and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  in 
the  sum  of  Five  Dollars.  But  any  person  wishing  to 
keep  such  house,  may,  upon  application  to  the  City 
Council,  receive  a  licence  therefor,  upon  paying  into 
the  City  treasury  the  sum  of  Five  Dollars,  and  giving 
bond  as  required  in  section  second  oftais  Ordinance.

WE,  the  Committee  appointed  to  collect  the  Ordi- 
nances of  the  Town  of  Nauvoo,  as  passed  by  the 
President  and  Trustees  of  said  Town  —  Report,  that, 
in  the  performance  of  our  duty  we  have  had  the  rec- 
ords, and  upon  examination,  find  an  ordinance — en- 
titled, «An  Ordinance  providing  for  the  collection 
of  Town  Tax,  and  prescribing  the  duties  of  Collector 
in  collecting  the  same,"  of  which  the  1st,  2d,  3d,  4th, 
»th,  6th,  and  1 1th  sections  are  still  in  force,  (seepage 
31,  May  4th,  1S48.)  Also,  on  same  subject,  (see  page 
46,  July  26th,  1848,)  an  ordinance  entitled,  «An  Ordi- 
nance, providing  for  the  Levying  of  a  Tax  on  Real 
Estate,  and  prescribing  the  duties  of  the  Assessor, 
and  amendatory  to  an  Ordinance  passed  May  4th, 
1848,"  fee.,  all  of  which  remain  in  force. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
Ordinance  following,  to  wit : 
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Be  it  Ordained  by  the  city  council  of  the  city 
of  Nauvoo. 

Sec.  1 .  That  upon  all  property,  both  real  and  per- 
sonal, which  may  be  subject  to  taxation  for  state  and 
county  purposes,  within  the  City  of  Nauvoo,  there 
shall  be  assessed  a  tax  of  five  mills  upon  the  dollar 
for  city  purposes,  according  to  the  valuation  as  ascer- 
tained by  the  assessment  for  state  and  county  pui po- 
ses, for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-nine  ;  and 
for  each  and  every  year  thereafter,  such  sum  as  may 
be  assessed  on  the  first  Monday  in  May,  by  the 
City  Council  of  the  City  of  Nauvoo,  not  exceeding 
four  mills  upon  the  dollar. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
City,  vithin  t?n  days  after  any  such  assessment  shall 
be  made,  to  certify  the  same,  and  file  or  cause  to  be 
filed,  said  certificate)  in  the  oifice  of  the  county 
clerk,  for  the  county  of  Hancock,  (in  order  that  the 
clerk  may  insert  the  City  Tax,  aforesaid,  upon  the 
assessment  left,  and  place  the  same  in  the  hands  of 
^he  County  Collector,  as  provided  in  section  9,  of  the 
act  to  incorporate  Towns  and  Cities. 

Sec  3.  It  shall  be  the  dirty  of  the  City  Treasurer 
to  call  upon  the  County  Collector,  as  the  City  Council 
may  order,  from  time  to  time,  and  said  tren surer  shall 
issue  duplicate  receipts  for  any  money  at  any  time 
the  collector  may  choose  to  pay  over  any  of  the  City 
Revenue  in  his  hands,  one  of  which  shall  be  deposit- 
ed with  the  City  Clerk  and  by  him  the  amount  therein 
expressed,  charged  to  the  City  Treasurer.

An  Ordinance  providing  for  the  Appointment 
of  City  Clerk  and  City  Treasurer,  and  de- 
fining i  heir  duties. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the 
City  of  Nauvoo,  That  there  shall  be  appointed  ly  the 
t:ity  Council,  a  City  Clerk  and  City  Treasurer,  who 
shall  hold  their  respective  olfices  for  one  year,  and 
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•until  their  successors  are  respectively  appointed  and 
qualified : 

Sec.  2.  The  City  clerk  shall  be  required  to  give 
bond  with  security,  to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor,  in 
the  penal  sum  of  live  hundred  Dollars, for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties,  anil  the  paying  over  of  all 
monies  that  may  come  into  his  hands,  and,  upon  ap- 
plication of  any  person  to  redeem  any  lands  or  town 
lots,  or  parts  of  lots,  heretofore  sold,  or  that  may 
hereafter  be  sold  for  taxes  and  costs  due  the  Town 
or  City  of  Nauvoo,  subject  to  redemption,  sh;dl  issue 
to  such  applicant  a  certificate  of  redemption  for  which 
he  shall  be  allowed  to  charge  twenty-five  cents,  to  be 
collected  of  such  applicant,  together  with  doulde  the 
amount  sold  for,  and  any  tax  that  such  purchaser  may 
have  paid,  on  such  land,  lot  or  part  of  lot,  since  such 
purchase,  and  ten  per  cent  interest  on  such  tax  paid. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  clerk  to  at- 
tend all  meetings  of  the  city  council,  and  record  all 
the  proceeeings  thereof,  to  keep  and  preserve  all  the 
records,  transcribe  all  ordinances  and  superintend 
the  publication  of  all  ordinances,  to  chage  the  treas- 
urer in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose  with  all  monies 
or  other  things  that  he  shall  from  time  to  time  re- 
ceive, either  of  the  collector  or  on  account  of  any 
licenses.  Also, to  issue  and  countersign  all  orders 
on  the  treasury,  and  keep  a  register  of  the  same,  to- 
gether with  a  warrant  or  voucher  for  each  ;  and  once 
in  each  year  present  all  vouchers  or  warrants,  and 
compare  the  same  with  the  orders  so  issued  on  the 
treasurer,  in  the  presence  and  by  the  assistance  of  a 
committee  appointed  by  the  city  council  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  City  Treasurer  shall  be  required  to 
give  bond,  with  two  or  more  security,  to  he  approved 
by  the  city  Mayor,  in  the  penal  sum  of  not  less  than 
two  thousand  dollars,  condition  for  his  faithful  per- 
formance of  all  duties  enjoined  on  him  by  law  or  or- 
dinance, and  for  the  paying  over  of  all  monies  which 
may  come  into  his  hands  as  treasurer,  when  thereto 
lawfully  required. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  re- 
ceive all  monies  from  the  hand  of  any  revenue  officer 
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or  collector,  from  the  Major,  Marshal  or  other  officer, 
all  monies  collected  as  fines,  and  all  monies  paid  in 
by  any  person  for  licence  of  any  kind,  under  any 
city  ordinance,  and  in  all  cases  to  execute  duplicate 
receipts,  one  of  which  receipts  shall  be  filed  in  the 
clerk's  office,  and  the  amount  specified  thereon  by 
the  clerk,  charged  to  said  treasurer. 

And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  keep  a 
correct  ace  mntof  di  monies  paid  iuto  his  hands  as 
treaurer,  specifying  by  whom  the  time  when,  and  on 
what  account;  and  to  pay  our  the  s^'ine  upon  the  or- 
ders of  the  council  upon  any  special  appropriation,  or 
generally  to  redeem  all  outers  on  the  treasury,  out  of 
sny  monies  in  his  hands  unappropriated.

AN  ORDINANCE   IN   RELATION  TO 
THE  NAUVOO    CEMETERY,    AND 
THE  APPOINTMENT  OF  SEXTON 
AND  HIS  DUTIES. 
Be  it  Ordained  by  the  city  council  of  the  city 
of  Nauvoo. 
Sec.  1.  That  on  the  first  Monday  of  June, 
annually,  the  City  Council  shall  appoint  a 
Sexton,  who  shall  be  a  man  of  steady  and 
temperate  habits,  and  (he  person  so  appoint- 
ed, before   entering  upon   the  duties  of  his 
office,  shall  give  bond  to  ttie  city  of  Nauvoo, 
in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  with  one 
or  more  securities,  to  be   approved  by  the 
Mayor,   conditioned    for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  all  duties  enjoined  on  him  by 
ordinance  under  his  appointment. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sexton  : 
First.  To  take  in  charge  the  Cemetery 
ground  and  bier,  and  all  things  thereunto 
appertaining. 
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Second*  To  report  to  the  Mayor  any  fix- 
tures or  repnirs  of  the  in  closure  that  may  be 
necessary,  and  upon  his  order  to  make,  re- 
pair, or  superintend  to  the  making  or  re- 
pairing thereof. 

Third .  To  prevent  tresspasses  on  the  cem 
etery  ground,  and  to  preserve  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable, from  being  defaced,  injured,  or  de- 
stroyed, any  tomb  stones,  monuments,  or 
enclosures  erected  thereon. 

Fourth.  To  keep  the  walks  and  avenues 
clear  of  brush,  grubs  or  other  obstructions. 

Fifth.  To  tlisr  or  cause  to  be  dug  upon  be- 
ing timely  notified,  all  graves;  to  attend 
upon  the  interment  of  ail  persons  therein, 
and  to  fill  up  and  preserve  ai]  graves. 

Sixth.  To  keep  a  register  in  ar.  appropriate  book 
of  all  interments,  in  which  he  shall  set  forth  as  far  as 
practicable,  1st,  the  name;  2d,  the  age  ;  3d,  the  place 
of  birth ;  4th,  the  disease  or  manner  of  death. 

Seventh.  To  keep  a  plat  of  the  Cemetery  ground, 
together  with  a  record  of  all  Lots  sold.  Also,  to 
grant  a  certificate  of  sale  to  any  person,  by  the  appli- 
cant first  paying  the  price  fixed  thereon,  or  securing 
the  same  to  be  paid  within  thirty  days — 

Eighth.  To  deliver  to  the  Mayor  in  the  morning  of 
the  first  Monday  of  each  month,  all  monies  or  secu- 
rities for  monies  received  by  him,  under  the  seventh 
and  eighth  divisions  of  this  section ;  r.lso,  a  trans- 
cript of  his  register  of  interments  for  the  preceding 
month — 

Ninth.  To  deliver  and  hand  over  to  his  successor, 
the  register,  together  with  all  plats,  books,  imple- 
ments, keys,  and  fixtures,  which  may  be  in  his  pos- 
session, by  reason  of  his  appointment. 

Sec*  3.  The  Sexton  shall  be  entitled  to  charge,  sue 
for,  and  recover  for  his  services  as  Sexton,as  follows, 
to  wjte  Forthe  interment  of  any  child  under  five  years 
of  age,  the  sum  of  One  Dollar ;  and  for  the  interment 
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<of  any  other  person  the  sum  of  Two  Dollars ;  togeth- 
er with  a  reasonable  compensation  from  all  such  at 
choose  to  procure  his  services  in  the  transportation 
of  corpses.  Also,  five,  p^r  cent  for  all  monies  by  him 
collected,  for  the  use  of  the  City  of  Nauvoo,  and  for 
»ny  other  services  such  sums  as  may  be  allowed  by 
the  City  Council,  from  time  to  time. 

Sec.  4.  It  shc.ll  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Mayor  to 
execute  any  detd  or  deeds  for  any  Cemetery  lot  or 
lots,  to  any  person  desiring  the  same,  as  soon  as  he 
shall  be  satisfied  the  same  has  been  paid  for;  and  said 
deed  shall  be  in  the  usual  form,  duly  acknowledged 
in  the  usual  form,  but  at  the  expense  of  the  person 
requiring  the  same. 

Sec  5.  That  all  Ordinances  or  parti  cf  Ordinances 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are  here- 
by repealed,  upon  the  taking  eflect  of  this  Ordinance; 
and  this  Ordinance  shall  be  in  force  fiom.  and  after 
the  first  day  of  July  next.

AN  ORDINANCE*IN    RELATION  TO 

HEALTH. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  city  council  of  the  city 

of  Nauvoo. 

Sec.  1.  That  one  member  of  the  City 
Council  from  each  Ward,  and  one  Physician 
from  the  First  Ward,  and  one  Physician 
from  the  Second  and  Third  Wards,  shall 
constitute  a  Board  of  Health  for  the  residue 
of  the  year  1849. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Marshal,  together  with 
the  Street  Supervisors,  shall  he  required  to 
execute  all  orders  which  may  issue  from 
said  Board  of  Health,  or  any  two  of  them, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  a  Physician,  touching 
the  health  and  cleanliness  of  the  City,  and 
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not  inconsistent  -with  the  act  of  incorpora- 
tion, or  any  ordinance  in  force  under  said 
act. 

Sec.  3.  It  may  be  competent  for  either 
physician,  together  with  any  one  of  the 
members  of  said  Board,  in  any  case  of  emer- 
gency of  a  local  and  temporary  character, 
to  issue  such  order  or  orders  to  said  Marshal 
as  shall  in  their  opinion  conduce  to  the  pres- 
ervation of  the  health  of  the  city. 

Sec.  4.  Said  Board  may,  and  it  is  hereby 
made  their  duty,  to  meet  at  the  office  of  the 
Mayor  of  the  City,  at  his  call,  and  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  shall  be  ex  officio  a  mem- 
ber of  said  Board,  preside  at  all  meetings, 
and  have  a  casting  vote  on  all  questions;  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board,  to  prepare 
in  form  of  an  ordinance  or  ordinances,  well 
digested,  such  plan  or  pians  as  shall,  from 
time  to  time  be  deemed  necessary,  and  said 
Board  shall,  after  the  first  meeting,  meet 
pursuant  to  their  own  adjournment. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  members  of  said  Board 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil, but  in  such  a  manner  as  that  one  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  shall  be  taken  from  eacfe 
Ward,  and  those  taken  from  the  Council 
shall  receive  the  same  compensation  as 
Councilmen  for  like  services,  and  said  Phy- 
sician shall  receive  such  compensation  for 
services  as  the  City  Council  shall  allow  from 
time  to  time.

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AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROHIBIT 

NOISE  IN  THE  STREETS. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  city  council  of  the  city 

of  Nauvoo. 

That  any  person  who  shall  appear  in  the 
streets  in  any  disguise,  or  shall  make  noise 
or  use  profane,  abusive,  or  iiidtcent  lan- 
guage in  the  streets,  towards  any  person, 
either  in  the  day  or  uight,  whereby  the 
peace  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  city  shall  be 
disturbed,  or  public  morals  corrupted,  or 
shiill  disturb  any  public  meeting;  shall  be 
guilty  of  violating  this  Ordinance,  and  sub- 
ject to  a  fine  of  nut  less  than  Five  Dollars.

AN  ORDINANCE    TO  PROHIBIT  IM- 
MOD  ERATE    RIDING,  AND    THE 
DISCHARGE    OF    FIRE-ARMS     IN 
THE   STREETS.

person  shall  run,  race,  or  immoderately  ride 
or  drive  any  horse  or  other  animal  as  afore- 
said, he,  she,  or  they,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
n  fine  of  not  less  than  one,  nor  more  than 
five  doll  am. 
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Sec.  2.  That  any  person  who  shall  leave 
any  Team  of  Horses,  or  single  horse  while 
the  same  is  "geered"  to  any  waggon  or 
other  carriage,  without  the  same  heing 
"hitched"  securely  to  some  post,  or  in  as 
secure  a  manner  as  practicable.  within  the 
limits  of  the  city,  the  person,  so  offending 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  violated  this  Ordi- 
nance, and  upon  conviction,  shall  pay  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  live  dol- 
lars. 

Sec.  3.  If  any  person  or  perrons  shall  dis- 
charge any  fire-arms  in  the  night,  or  shall 
shoot  in  t!<e  streets,  or  across  the  same,  in 
the  day  time,  within  the  limits  of  the  city, 
except  persons  permitted  by  the  Mayor, 
every  person  so  offending  shaM  pay  a  fine  of 
one  dollar  for  everv  such  offence.

Be  it  Oidained  by  the  city  council  of  the  city

Sec.  1.  That  the  exhibition  of  any  public 
shows,  such  as  a  menagerie,  circus,  or  any 
other  public  show,  shall  not  be  allowed 
within  the  bounds  of  'he  city,  unless  the 
person  or  persons  conducting  or  exhibiting 
the  same,  procure  a  license  from  the  Mayor, 

Sec.  2.  Such  license  shall  be  granied.by 
the  Mayor,  upon  the  payment  into  the  city 
treasury,  of  any  sum  of  not  less  than  three 
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fiollars,  nor  more  than  thirty  dollars,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Mayor,  for  each  day's  ex- 
hibition, together  with  the  sum  of  fifty  cents 
for  issuing  said  license. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  found  guilty  of  viola- 
ting this  Ordinance,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  ten  dollars,  and  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  for 
every  hour  such  exhibition  shall  be  kept 
open.

Sec.  I.  That  the  dividing  line  between  the  First 
and  Second  Wards  of  the  City  of  Nauvoo,  shall  here- 
after be  as  follows,  to  wit :  Beginning  on  the  south 
line  of  the  city,  on  the  east  line  of  Durphy  street; 
thence,  continuing  on  the  east  line  of  Durphy  street 
Jto  the  south  line  of  Hotchkiss  street;  thence  west 
across  Durphy  street;  thence  on  the  west  line  of 
Durphy  street,  to  the  north  line  of  said  city. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  dividing  line  between  the  Second 
and,  Third  Wards,  shall  hereafter  be  as  follows,  to 
wit:  Beginning  on  the  south  line  of  the  City,  at  a 
point  south  of  the  cast  line  of  Warsaw  street; 
thence  northerly,  and  with  the  east  line  of  Warsaw 
lif eet  to  the  north  line  of  the  city.

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  subject,  of  the  conditional  appropriation 
for  improving  the  southern  termination  of 
Main  street—  Report : 

That  they  have  attended  to  the  business, 
and  find  that  the  resident  citizens  on  said 
street,  and  others  who  own  real  estate  on 
said  street,  have  complied  with  the  condi- 
tion, and  have  bound  themselves  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars, 
payable  to  a  superintendant  of  said  work, 
on  demand.  Your  committee,  therefore,rec- 
ommend  the  enacting  of  the  following  Ordi- 
nance, to  wit : 

Be  it  C r darned  by  the  City  Council  of  the 

City  of  Nauvoo  : 
Sec.  i.  That  there  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot  in  the  City  Council,  one  City  Survey- 
or and  Engineer.  Also,  one  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Public  Work,  at  the  southern 
extremity  of  Main  street  and  Landing 
thereat. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Engi- 
neer, to  perform  any  business  in  his  line,  at 
the  call  of  said  Superintendant  ;  and  the 
two  jointly  shall  be  competent  to  determine 
on  and  establish  the  drafts  and  plans  upon 
which  said  improvements  shall  be  made, 
having  reference,  in  all  cases,  to  the  amount 
of  means,  and  draw  their  plans  accordingly. 
Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Super- 
intendant,  to  proceed  with  said  improve- 
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rnent  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  call  upon 
those  w'no  have  become  bound  to  pay  any 
sura  for  said  improvement,  and  that  in  case 
said  subscribers  respond  to  the  first  call,  by 
furnishing  labor  or  mateiials,  to  the  accept- 
ance of  said  superintendent,  for  all  such 
laborer  materials  furnished,  said  Superin- 
tendent shall  credit  the  proper  person  there- 
for, and  in  no  case  shall  said  Superb  tend- 
ent  draw  upon  the  appropriation  made  by 
the  city,  for  a  greater  svm  than  has  been  ac- 
tually paid  by  said  contributors  for  said  im- 
provement. 

Sec.  4.  The  Engineer  shall  be  allowed 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day  for  servi- 
ces, as  Engineer.  Said  Superintendent 
shall  be  allowed  one  dollar  and  twenty-five 
cent.4  per  day,  for  his  services;  and  the  same 
to  be  taken  out  of,  and  considered  a  part  of 
the  appropriation,  and  out  of  said  amount 
contributed  equally. 

Sec.  5.  That  in  case  of  the  sickness,  ab- 
sence, or  inability  of  the  Superintendant, 
his  place  may  be  filled  by  Silas  G.  Strong, 
who  is  hereby  appointed  his  alternate.

AN  ORDINANCE  DEFINING  THE 
DUTIES  OF  MARSHAL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  NAUVOO. 

Be  it  ordainen  by  the  City  Council  of  the 
City  of  Nauvoo: 
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Sec.  1.  That  the  Marshal  of  said  city  shall 
be,  and  is  hereby  made  a  conservator  of  the 
peace,  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Nan  - 
voo. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mar- 
shall to  serve  all  process  issued  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  city,  and  by  virtue  of  said 
process,  he  may  visit  any  part  of  the  coun- 
ty of  Hancock  to  serve  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  To  inquire  into  and  report  to  the 
Mayor,  all  violations  of  the  city  Ordinances, 
and  breaches  of  the  peace,  which  may  come 
to  his  knowledge. 

Sec.  4.  To  visit  suspicious  and  disorder- 
ly houses,  and  all  parts  of  the  city  where 
disturbances,  or  breaches  of  the  peace,  or 
violations  of  any  ordinances  are  likely  to 
occur. 

Sec.  5.  To  arrest  and  take  into  custody, 
without  warrant,  any  person  of  suspicious 
character,,  or  without  any  visable  employ- 
ment or  means  of  support,  or  who  shaH  be 
found  in  the  commission  of  the  violation  of 
any  law  of  the  State,  or  any  ordinance  of 
the  city,  or  trespassing  on  any  property, 
private  or  public,  and  bring  such  person  or 
persons  before  the  Mayor,  to  be  dealt  with 
according  to  law. 

Sec.  G.  To  arrest,  without  warrant,  all 
rioters  or  disorderly  persons,  who  may  be 
see^i  by  him  committing,  or  preparing  to 
commit,  any  unlawful  act  or  acts,  and  to 
bring  such  person  or  persons  before  the 
Mayor,  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law. 

Sec.  7.  To  report  to  the   City  Council, 
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ana  cause  to  be  abated  or  removed  without 
the    city,  any  nuisance   found  therein,  or 
which  may  be  reported  to  him  by  the  proper 
officers. 

Sec.  8.  To  execute  and  enforce  the  or- 
ders of  the  Board  of  Health,  in  relation  to 
nuisances  ;  the  removal  of  persons  infected 
with  contagious  and  epidemical  diseases,  to 
some  safe  place,  where  the  contagion  can- 
not be  communicated,  and  to  enforce  the 
observance  of  quarentine  regulations. 

Sec.  9.  To  remove  and  secure  in  a  proper 
manner  any  hay  or  other  combustible  mat- 
ter, which  may  be  in  a  situation  to  endan- 
ger life,  or  the  buildings  or  property  near  or 
adjoining  thereto. 

Sec.  10.  To  report  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  arrest  of  any  person  or  persons, 
Avithout  warrant,  the  facts  in  the  case  to  the 
Mayor,  and  bring  the  person  or  persons  so 
arrested,  before  said  officer  for  trial. 

Sec.  11.  To  keep  a  full  and  correct  rec- 
ord, in  a  book  for  that  purpose,  of  all  of- 
fences committed  within  the  city,  which 
shall  come  to  his  knowledge,  stating  the 
nature  thereof,  when,  how,  and  by  whom 
committed,  and  in  case  of  stolen  property 
coming  into  his  possession,  a  description 
thereof. 

Sec.  12.  To  keep  a  just  and  correct  ac- 
count of  all  process  coming  into  his  hands, 
wherein  money  is  to  be  collected;  and  when 
any  money  is  collected  by  him,  by  virtue 
of  any  such  process,  he  shall  charge  him- 
self therewith,  and  shall  make  a  memoran- 
dum of  all  process  returned,  not  satisfied, 
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or  which  may  have  been  discharged  in  any- 
other  manner;  noticing  in  what  manner  the 
same  has  been  returned. 

Sec.  13.  To  settle  on  the  last  Satur- 
day of  every  month  with  the  City  Treasurer, 
for  all  monies  which  may  have  come  into 
his  hands  for,  or  on  account  of  the  city,  and 
take  the  treasurer's  receipt  for  the  same. 

Sec.  14.  To  deliver  to  his  successor 
in  office,  all  the  books,  papers,  and  proper- 
ty pertaining  to  his  office,  or  in  his  posses- 
sion as  Marshal. 

Sec.  15.  To  perform  such  other  duties 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  16.  The  Marshal,  in  the  execu- 
tion of  anyT  of  his  powers  and  duties,  in  the 
arrest  of  any  person  accused  oi  suspected 
of  a  crime,  or  in  arresting  of  any  person  un- 
der a  warrant,  or  in  the  suppression  of  any 
riot  or  unlawful  assembly,  or  his  preventing 
the  violation  of  any  law  of  this  State,  or 
ordinance  of  this  city,  shall  have  the  power 
to  require  the  aid  of  any  and  all  citizens, 
residing  within  the  limits  of  said  city. 

Sec.  17.  Any  person  refusing  or  ne- 
glecting to  obey  the  summons  of  the  Mar- 
shal, in  the  preceding  section  mentioned, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  City  of  Nauvoo, 
the  sum  of  Five  Dollars  for  each  offence,  to 
be  recovered  by  action  of  debt,  to  be  insti- 
tuted in  the  name  of  said  city  against  said 
offender.

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AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROVIDE  FOR 
THE  TRIAL  AND  PUNISHMENT 
OF  CERTAIN  OFFENCES  COM- 
MITTED WITHIN  THE  CORPORA- 
TION LIMITS  OF  THE  CITY  OF 
NAUVOO. 
Be  it  Ordained  by  the  City  Ctiuncil  of  the 

city  of  Nauvov, 
Sec.  1st.  That  if  any  person  or  persons 
shall  commit  an  assault,  assault  and  bat- 
tery, or  an  affray,  within  the  corporation 
limits  of  said  city,  the  person  or  persons  so 
offending,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  notless 
than  three  dollars,  and  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  2nd.  The  Mayor  of  said  city  shall 
have  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all  the  vari- 
ous offences  committed  within  the  corpora- 
tion limits  of  said  city. 

Sec.  3d.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor, 
on  complaint  on  oath  being  made  before 
him,  by  any  competent  witness,  stating  that 
any  of  said  offences  have  been  committed 
within  the  corporation  limits  of  said  city, 
to  issue  his  wan  ant  to  the  City  Marshal, 
commanding  him  to  apprehend  the  person 
or  persons,  as  charged,  and  forthwith  bring 
them  before  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  to  be 
dealt  with  according  to  law.  Provided, 
however,  that  if  any  of  said  offences  be 
committed  in  the  presence  of  the  Mayor, 
no  complaint  shall  be  necessary,  but  he  shall 
proceed  without  complaint  to  issue  his  war- 
rant. 

Sec.  4th.  When   any   person  or  persons 
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shall  be  brought  before  the  Mayor,  charged 
with  the  commission  of  any  of said  offences, 
he  shall  immediately  issue  his  venire  for  a 
jury,  unless  the  party  accused  shall  dispense 
with  the  same,  who  shall  hear  and  deter- 
mine the  cause,  from  the  evidence  before 
them,  and  return  their  verdict  to  the  Mayor, 
who  shall  enter  judgment  thereon,  for  the 
amount  of  the  fine  imposed  by  the  said  jury, 
together  with  costs  of  suit;  but  if  the  jury 
shall  find  the  defendant  or  defendants  not 
guilty ;  then  the  Mayor  shall  record  the 
same,  and  discharge  the  defendant  without 
costs. 

Sec.  5th.  Upon  the  rendition  of  said  judg- 
ment, the  Mayor  shall  issue  execution  im- 
mediately, for  the  fine  and  costs,  which 
may  be  levied  upon  any  personal  property 
of  said  defendant  or  defendants,  which  shall 
be  sold  for  whatever  it  will  bring  in  cash, 
after  giving  notice  as  provided  by  law,  by 
advertising  in  three  of  the  most  public  pla- 
ces in  said  city  ;  provided,  however,  if  the 
party  so  convicted  have  a  family,  then,  the 
Marshal,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  levy 
said  execution,  shall  exempt  therefrom  one 
bed  and  bedding,  one  cow  and  ten  dollars 
worth  of  household  and  kitchen  furniture. 

Sec.  6th.  Appeals  may  be  taken  from  the 
judgment  of  the  Mayor  in  all  cases,  in  the 
same  manner  as  is  provided  by  law,  for  the 
appealing  of  cases  from  the  decisions  of 
Justices  of  the  Peace.

Sec.  1.  That  if  any  steam  boat  or  any  oth- 
er water  craft,  shall  land  or  put  off  within 
the  corporation  limits  of  said  city,  any  dead 
body  or  bodies,  or  any  person  or  persons 
afflicted  with  any  contagious  or  epidemical 
diseases,  said  boat  or  boats,  or  the  owner  or 
owners  thereof,  for  every  dead  person,  or 
person  afflicted  nz  aforesaid,  so  landed  with- 
in the  corporatian  limits  of  said  city,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  said  city  the  sum  of  Fifty 
Dollars,  to  be  collected  in  the  manner  here- 
inafter provided. 

Sec.  2.  When  any  affidavit  shall  be  filed 
before  the  Mayor  of  said  city,  stating  that 
any  such  offence  has  been  committed,  and 
the  name  of  the  boat  so  offending,  and  the 
name  or  names  of  the  owner  or  owners  there- 
of, the  Mayor  shall  immediately  proceed 
on  the  filing  of  the  bond,  as  provided  for 
l»y  law,  to  issue  a  writ  of  attachment  against 
such  owner  or  owners,  directed  to  the  City 
Marshal,  who  shall  immediately  proceed  to 
levy  the  same  upon  the  said  boat.  Should 
such  affiant,  however,  aver  that  the  owner 
or  owners  of  said  boat  were  unknown  to 
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him,  then  the  attachment  shall  be  issued 
against  said  boat,  by  the  proper  name  and 
description  thereof.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROVIDE  FOR 
THE  COLLECTION  OF  JUDG- 
MENTS IN  FAVOR  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  NAUVOO. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the 
City  of  Nauvoo. 
Sec.  1.  That  hereafter,  when  the  Mayor 
shall  render  any  judgment  in  favor  of  the 
City  of  Nauvoo,  for  any  fine,  penalty,  or 
breach  of  any  ordinance  of  said  city,  he 
shall  immediately  issue  execution  against 
the  defendant  or  defendants,  directed  to  the 
Marshal  of  said  city,  commanding  him,  that 
of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  such  defendant  or 
defendants,  to  make  the  said  judgment  and 
costs,  and  accruing  costs,  and  said  execu- 
tion shall  further  order  said  officer,  in  case 
there  should  be  no  goods  and  chattels,  of 
said  defendant  or  defendants  found,  or  an 
insufficient  quantity  whereof  to  make  the 
said  judgment  and  costs,  to  take  the  body 
or  bodies  of  said  defendant  or  defendants 
iuto  custody,  and  him  or  them  deliver  into 
the  custody  of  the  Street  Commissioner  or 
Supervisor,  for  the  Ward  in  which  the  of- 
fence for  which  judgment  was  rendered  was 
committed,  said  execution  shall  recite  the 
amount  of  the  judgment ;  the  nature  of  the 
offenee  for  which  judgment  was  rendered, 
and  be  returnable  within  seventy  days  : 
Provided,  however,  if  any  such  offender  or 
offenders  shall  refuse  to  pay  such  fine,  or  to 
labor  on  the  public  streets,  as  hereinafter 
provided,  he  or  they  shall  be  imprisoned  in 
the   City  Jail:  or  should  there  be  no  city 
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jail,  then  in  the  County  Jail,  for  the  term  of 
twelve  hours,  for  each  five  dollars  of  the  fine 
or  penalty  imposed  \  and  in  such  case  the 
Mayor  shall  issue  a  mittimus  for  said  of- 
fender or  offenders,  commanding  the  city 
or  county  Jailor,  as  the  case  may  be,  to 
receive  into  custody,  said  offender  or  offen- 
ders, for  the  term  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  2.  The  Marshal  shall  make  out  a 
full,  true,  and  perfect  copy  of  said  execu- 
tion, and  certify  the  same,  and  deliver  said 
copy,  with  the  person  or  persons  so  arrested, 
into  the  hands  of  the  Street  Commissioner, 
or  Supervisor,  and  make  due  return  of  the 
original  and  his  proceedings  thereon,  with- 
in seventy  days. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  certified  copy  of  the  ex- 
ecution, shall  be  sufficient  authority  to  said 
Street  Commissioner  or  Supervisoi,  to  re- 
ceive any  such  person  or  persons  into  cus- 
tody ;  and  said  Commissioner  or  Supervisor 
shall  immediately  cause  said  person  or  per- 
sons to  labor  from  day  to  day  on  the  public 
streets  of  said  City,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar 
per  day,  until  said  judgment  and  costs  are 
fully  paid  and  satisfied  by  the  labor  of  said 
person  or  persons  aforesaid,  and  at  the  rate 
aforesaid  ;  when  the  said  Street  Commis- 
sioner or  Supervisor,  shall  discharge  from 
custody  said  person  or  persons,  aad  give 
him  or  them  a  full  receipt  against  said  judg- 
ment and  costs.,  and  shall  also  receipt  for 
the  same  on  the  docket  of  the  Mayor. 

Sec.  4.  The  Street  Commissioners  or 
Supervisors  shall  have  full  power  and  au- 
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thority  to  secure  into  their  custody,  all  per- 
sons arrested  and  delivered  over  <o  them, 
in  manner  aforesaid,  and  to  use  all  neces- 
sary force  in  the  coercion  of  said  prisoners 
to  the  performance  of  the  labor,  which  in 
their  eapacity  of  Commissioners  or  Super- 
visors, they  may  assign  to  them. 

Sec.  5.  If  said  Commissioner  or  Supervi- 
sor, through  neglect  occasion  the  escape  of 
any  such  prisoner,  or  in  any  manner  aid, 
council,  encourage,  or  assist  any  such  pris- 
oner in  effecting  his  escape,  he  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  to  the  city  of  Nauvoo,  the  amount 
of  the  judgment  and  costs  against  said  pris- 
oner or  prisoners,  remaining  unpaid,  to  be 
recovered  by  action  of  debt  against  said 
Commissioner  or  Supervisor;  Provided, 
however,  that  said  officer  may  in  reasona- 
ble time,  be  permitted  to  retake  said  priso- 
ner or  prisoners,  and  cause  him  or  them  to 
perform  the  labor  assigned  to  them  by  vir- 
tue of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  6.  All  Ordinances  and  parts  of  Ordi- 
nances conflicting  with  this  Ordinance,  are 
hereby  repealed.

NAUVOO  FERRY. 
Be  it    Ordaiv.crf  by  the  City  Council  of  the 
City  oj  Nauvoo. 
Sec.  1.  Thntifonv  nerson  or  persons  shall 
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at  any  time,  be  engaged  in  running,  or  as- 
sist in  running  any  boats  or  otber  craft,  for 
the  purpose  of  conveying  passengers  or 
their  property  across  the  Mississippi  river, 
from  the  Ctty  of  Nauvoo,  without  first  hav- 
ing obtained  a  licence  from  the  City  Coun- 
cil to  keep  a  ferry,  he  or  they  so  offending 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  into  the  city  Treasury, 
the  sum  of  Five  Dollars,  for  each  person 
who  may  be  thus  unlawfully  carried  or 
conveyed  across  such  river ;  and  for  prop- 
erty so  unlawfully  carried  or  conveyed 
across  said  river,  the  person  or  persons  so 
offending,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  into  the  city 
Treasury,  ten  fold  the  rates  of  ferriage  as 
now  established. 

Sec.  2.  The  proceedings  under  this  Or- 
dinance, may  be  by  attachment,  when 
complaint  shall  be  made  against  any  person 
or  persons,  in  pursuance  of  the  statute  gov- 
erning attachments,  in  relation  to  the  above 
Ordinance,  and  bond  shall  be  filed  in  pur- 
suance of  said  statute,  the  Mayor  shall  issue 
his  writ  of  attachment  against  the  person  or 
persons  so  charged,  and  against  their  prop- 
erty, which  attachment  shall  be  served  on 
the  boat  or  boats  used  by  such  person  or 
persons,  as  ferry  boats,  and  also  on  the  de- 
fendant or  defendants  in  said  attachment, 
and  shall  be  ret.irnasjie  as  other  attach- 
ments.

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AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PREVENT  THE 
STACKING    OF  HAY,    GRAIN    OR 
STRAW,    ADJACENT    TO    BUILD- 
INGS. 
Be  it  Ordained  by  the   City   Council  of  the 
City  of  Nauvoo. 
Sec.  1.  That    any    hay,  grain  or  straw, 
which  is  or  may  be  stacked  or  stored,  so 
near  a  dwelling  house  or  shop  as  to  endan- 
ger the  destruction  of  such  house  by  fire,  is 
hereby  declared  a  nuisance. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City 
Marshal  to  notify  the  owner  of  such  stacks 
of  hay,  grain,  or  straw,  as  may  endanger 
adjacent  buildings,  to  remove  the  same 
within  forty-eight  hours. 

If  any  owner  of  such  hay,  grain,  or  straw, 
shall  fail,  neglect,  or  refuse  to  remove  the 
same  within  forty-eight  hours,  after  such 
notification,  he  or  she  so  offending,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  into  the  City  Treasury,  the 
sum  of  Five  Dollars,  for  each  day  such 
nuisance  may  continue  after  such  notifica- 
tion.
